William T. Stead, the English jour­ 
nalist who interviewed Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook at Copenhagen for the New 
York American concerning his march 
to the north pole, said that there are 
certain things upon which Dr. Cook 
insisted, without variation or without 
the shadow of a turning, from first to 
last. 
The statements lie persisted in were 
these: 
First, lie discowred the north pole. 
Second, he had his data in the shape 
of scientific observation» a diary and 
the like by which he could convince 
any competent scientific authority as 
to the truth of his assertions. 
Third, that until he had made good 
his claim by the production of these 
data he asked for nothing more than 
to be left alone to complete bis book 
and present Ills case as a whole to the 
scientific world. 
After describing the fortunate com­ 
bination of circumstances that brought 
him to the edge of the arctic circle at I 
a time when good dogs, plenty of Es­ 
kimos and lots of food were there Dr. t 
Cook told me the story of his polar j 
march as follows: 
“I started away from Anuootok, J 
near Etah. on Feb. 19, which was the > 
sunrise of 190S. 
I had ten Eskimos, I 
eleven sledges heavily laden with sup- j 
plies and 103 dogs. 
It was the cold­ 
est part of the winter. The thermom­ 
eter registered S3 degrees below zero 
a* wo passed over the heights of 
Ellesmere strait. 
We were bound for 
Land's End. to the west, where we | 
were to begin our ice journey . During j 
the trip we struck several fine game j 
trails and secured 101 musk oxen. 335 
hares and seven hares. We reached the I 
end of the land and the beginning of; 
the ice on March 18 , 1908 . 
Started Dash 460 Miles F-om Pole. 
“There we established a supply sta- j 
tion, and I picked out the best two | 
men and twenty -six of the best dogs I 
for the dash across the ice. The Es- | 
kimos were Eutfkishook and AhWolsh, ! 
bravest and strongest of the tribe. We I 
were then at latitude 8 2.33. or 400 
miles from the pole. 
We started our j 
advance three day s later, on March 21. i 
During the first day s we made long 
j 
marches. The cold persisted, and there ; 
were strong winds. 
“I lived as the Eskimos did and man­ 
aged to get some comfort by sleeping 
in snow houses which we dug out, eat­ 
ing tallow and drinking tea. The sky 
during these day s was overcast by 
smoky mist, so that no observation 
could be taken, but on March 30 an 
observation gave our position as lati­ 
tude 8 4.47. We had covered, therefore, 
more than 130 miles in nine day s. Be­ 
y ond this point we encountered mere­ 
ly a desert of ice. There was no life. 
Tracks of aulmals and blowholes of 
seals were absent. 
Nor was there a 
trace of vegetation. 
“Day after day from then on we pro­ 
gressed monotonously . The surface of 
the ice grew smoother and more level. 
It was still cold, and there was a bit­ 
ter w’ind. 
1 recorded daily our posi­ 
tion and the incidents of the march, 
but one day was much like another. 
“April 7 was worthy of especial note 
because the sun at midnight appeared 
over the edge of the northern ice. The 
next day I made an observation tfhich 
placed our position at latitude 8 0.36. 
Our speed had increased slightly . We 
had traversed more than 250 tailes in 
seventeen day s. 
Sunburned and Frostbitten Same Day . 
“\te were then a trifle more than 200 
mile$ from the pole. 
We were sun­ 
burned and frostbitten on the same 
day , but the light enabled us to ad­ 
vance more easily . 
“Bey ond the eighty -sixth parallel the 
crevices became fewer and narrower, 
and between the eighty -seventh and 
eighty -eighth parallels I was surprised 
to find indications of land ice. 
Fo r 
two day s we traveled over Ice that 
looked like a glacial surface. 
But 
there was no perceptible elevation, 
and therefore it was Impossible to tell 
whether we were on land or sea. 
“ On April 14 we reached latitude 
88.2 1 aud were within a little bit less 
than 1 00 miles of the po le. We no 
lo ng er had enemy to make sno w ho uses 
and slept in a silk tent which we car­ 
ried. 
In the day s that fo llo wed we 
saw mirag es—inv erted mo untains and 
queer o bjects that seemed to dance 
abo ut. 
The ho rizo n itself seemed to 
dance, but I made careful astro no m 
ical o bserv atio ns and alway s knew o ur 
po sitio n. 
“ On April 21 my o bserv atio n, co r­ 
rected. sho wed that we had reached 
latitude S9 deg rees. 5 9 minutes and 46 
■eco nds and were therefo re within a 
sto ne’s thro w almo st o f the ninetieth 
parallel. 
We adv anced the fo urteen 
seco nds, appro x imately a quarter o f a 
mile, aud there 1 made a do uble ro und 
o f o bserv atio ns, which co nfirmed o ur 
po sitio n. 
No Land In Sig ht. 
“ This was at no o n o f April 2 1 . 1 9 08. 
My o bserv atio ns sho wed that the latl- 
ture was precisely 9 0 deg rees. 
The 


temperature was d» degrees below’ 
zero. The barometer stood at 29.8 3 de­ 
grees. 
There was po land in sight— 
nothing but a depressing waste of ice j 
and snow, which appeared purple in 
the light. 
“The Eskimos, told that at last they 
had reached the ’big nail’ aud were the 
first of their race ever to have set foot 
there, celebrated with savage joy . 
1 
raised the flag of the United States of 
America to the breeze. 
“I studied the local conditions as 
much as possible and took observations 
from various points within walking 
distance. 
I wras unable to take any 
soundings of the sea through crevices 
1 found because 1 bad lost my sound­ 
ing line. 
“Until early in the day of April 23. 
1908 , we remained at the pole. Then, 
realizing that the flag would be torn 
to pieces within a few’ day s, I took it 
dowm as w’e w’ere about to depart and 
placed it in a brass tube, together with 
a signed report of my march from 
Etah. This I buried in the ice exactly 
at the north pole.”

DISCOVERY OF NORTH POLE. 


COMET WITH FAMOUS HISTORY 


The Hailey Encouraged William the 
Conqueror and Evoked a Papal Bull. 
The cablegram recently received at 
Harvard observatory , in Cambridge, 
Ma^s., iron Professor Wolff of Hei­ 
delberg announcing that th> Hailey 
comet had been seen and photograph­ 
ed by him, gave great pleasure. 
Professor E. C. Pickering, the head 
of the observatory , said: 
“I was highly elated by Dr. Wolff’s 
wire and immediately cabled him ray 
congratulations. 
Although the comet 
in this case appears earlier than ex­ 
pected. astronomers all over the world 
have had one ey e open on the lookout 
for it. 
It is, y ou know, located in 
close proximity to the constellations 
of Gemini and Gemma. 
“It was the first periodic comet 
whose return was predicted. 
Its dis­ 
coverer based his deductions on the 
fact that its orbit was found in 168 2 
to be nearly identical with the comets 
of 1607 and 1531 and that he also 
found records of the appearance of a 
great comet in 1456, 1301, 1145 and 
1066. 
From these facts he drew’ his 
conclusions on the time that should 
elapse between its visible visitations. 
“He noticed, however, that the in­ 
tervals in certain y ears differed some­ 
what, but wisely saw’ that the differ­ 
ences were no w’ay greater than could 
be accounted f »r by the attraction of 
Jupiter and Saturn. 
At its return in 
18 35 it did not appear as an ex­ 
tremely bright comet, but was occa­ 
sionally conspicuous with a tail of the | 
first ty pe. 
“The most remarkable of its appear- j 
ances were in 1066 aud 1456. 
The 
comet of 1066 figures in the Bay eux j 
tapestry as a propitious omen for 
William the Conqueror. 
“In 1456 Pope Calixtus III. pro­ 
scribed belief In the comet during the j 
threatened invasion of the Turks In , 
Europe and issued a bull.” 


E. C. Pickering Suggests a W eather 
Bureau Station There. 
Professor Edward (A Pickering, di- j 
rector of the Harvard college observa- i 
lory at Cambridge. Mass.. say s that 
science does not care whether Pearv 
or Cook actually reached the p o le it­ 
self and suggests using the north pole 
as a United States weather bureau. 
Professor Pickering say s: 
“ Whether hoi h Comiminder Peary j 
and 
Dr. Cook have actually stood on 
tly e spot that represents the northern 
end of the earth’s axis is of no real 
Importance to science. 
With the in­ 
struments they carried the best that 
could be expected is that they have 
been approximately at the north pole 
or, say . a mile or so from the spot. 
"The delicate observations and cal­ 
culations necessary to determine the 
exact position of the pole can never be 
made until a meteorological station of 
some sort is established near the pole, 
and 1 think the United States govern­ 
ment could best take full advantage of 
the splendid work of these two ex­ 
plorers by sending up into the north a 
floating ^meteorological station aboard 
a ship equipped like Nansen’s Fram 
that could enter the arctic ice pack and 
in three y ears drift across the region, 
w’hile a body of scientists on board 
made the observations and collected 
data. 
“More than this, I think that now 
that the public interest is aroused it 
would be well to remember that the 
United States government could keep 
a floating station of the weather bu­ 
reau alway s in the polar region by 
sending two or three ships out at in­ 
tervals of a y ear or so in order that as 
one ship was drifting away from the 
top of the world another would be ap­ 
proaching it.” 


IN VERRAZZANO’S MEMORY. 


GUNNISON TUNNEL INAUGURAL 


Opening of Reclamation Service F e a ­ 
ture of T a f t’s Visit to Colorado. 
One of the most interesting features 
of President Taft's coming visit to 
Colorado will be the turning on of the 
waiter through the Gunnison tunnel. 
This ceremony will be held at Mon­ 
trose Sept. 23, and Mr. Taft will open 
the gates that will let the waters of 
the Gunnison river into the tunnel and 
will put this great reclamation project 
of Uucoinpabgre valley into operation. 
It will irrigate 150,000 acres of choice 
land that now’ is semiarid. 
The government began the work four 
aud a half y ears ago, and the two 
gangs boring the tunnel met July 6 
last at a point 10,8 12 feet from the 
intake of the Gunnison river. The tun­ 
nel is 30.600 feet (six miles) long, 11 
by 13 feet, inside measurement, and Is 
lined throughout with cement. 
The 
main canal is thirty feet wide at the 
bottom, eigbty -three feet wide at the 
top. and the average depth of water is 
ten feet. 
The capacity is 1,8 00 cubic 
feet of water a second. 
The cost of the tunnel and distribut­ 
ing ^anals Is more than $5,000.000, and 
perpetual water rights will be sold to 
actual settlers at approximately $35 an 
acre, being based upon the actual cost 
o f the tuunel. Ten y eafs’ time will be 
allowed for pay ment without interest. 
The lands to be irrigated are suitable 
fo r fruit growing aud the raising of all 
kinds of farm crops. The water after 
it leav es the tunnel will have 
370 feet 
fall, w’hich can be used to generate 
electric power sufficient 
to lig ht and 
pro v ide po wer fo r all industrial pur­ 
po ses o f the v alley . 


Will Erect Ststuc to Dalian Said to 
Have Seen Hudson River First. 
Ground was recently broken in Bat­ 
tery park. New York, for the founda­ 
tion for a monument to Giovanni da 
Verrazzano, the Italian explorer who 
Is credited by Italiaus the world over 
with having discovered the Hudson 
river nearly a century before Henry 
Hudson. 
Preceded by a band, a committee of 
Italians paraded dowm Broadway and 
marched to the place selected for the 
statue. 
Here they were met by Chev­ 
alier Charles Barsotti, president of the 
committee, and Ettore Ximenes, who 
designed thA bust. After the baud had 
play ed the Itittian national hy mn Chev­ 
alier Barsotti said in part: 
It affords me pleasure to break the 
ground for a monument to the memory 
of Giovanni da Verrazzano, who was the 
real discoverer of the Hudson river. The 
ground on which this monument is to be 
erected is doubtless the same over which 
Verrazzaho trod in 1524. 
After the discovery by Columbus of 
America in 1492 the Cabots survey ed the 
coast of the new world* but in 1524 Ver­ 
razzano came to New York and saw the 
Hudson river. 
The New York Geograph­ 
ical society has a copper globe of thè 
earth made in 1547. which shows the H ud­ 
son river and the lands adjacent labeled 
“Verrazzano. or New Gallia.” This globe 
was discovered in an old Spanish con­ 
vent. and its authenticity is undoubted. 
D ata now in the possession of the New 
York Geographical society prove conclu­ 
sively that 
Verrazzano discovered the 
Hudson river eighty -four y ears before the 
arrival of the man whose nam e the river 
now bears. 
The statue is now’ in the mold at the 
Bertilli Roman Bronze works at Green- 
point, N. Y. It is said to be a fine rep­ 
resentation of the oil portrait of the 
discoverer. On Oct. 6 it will be dedi­ 
cated with considerable pomp by the 
various Italian societies of New York. 


Sir Robert Ball Tells W hat th e F eat 
Means to the World. 
Sir Robert Bali, former astronomer 
of the Roy al observatory at Cambridge 
university , in Cambridge. England, one 
of the most distinguished scientists in 
England, commenting on the discov­ 
ery of the north pole, said the other 
day : 
“Two questions being asked all over 
the civilized world today are: First, 
why does any one want to go to the 
north pole? Second, how’ does he know’ 
when he’s there? 
“To answer the second question 
first, the mariner w’Uo finds his lati­ 
tude in the northern hemisphere to be 
9 0 degrees knows he can be now’here 
else than at the north pole. 
The as­ 
tronomer will tell y ou that to any one 
standing at the north pole the sun 
rises and sets only ouce a y ear—six 
months day light, six months night, 
mitigated only by a little twilight at 
the beginning and end of a period of 
awful gloom, broken by occasional 
moonlight or aurora. 
“The pole is truly a unique spot on 
the globe. Cook, standing there, faced 
due south whichever w’ay he looked. 
He was some thirteen miles nearer 
the center of the earth than if he stood 
at the equator. Ilis weight w’as great­ 
er than any where else on the surface 
of the globe. A plumb line in bis hand 
pointed vertically upward to the pole 
of the heavens, around which all stars 
revolve. 
Half of the stars he could 
never see; the other half never went 
below liis horizon and w’ould be visi­ 
ble throughout the six months of night. 
The famous constellation Orion' ever 
circled around aud around his horizon. 
The pole star stood directly over his 
head. 
“The gain to knowledge from Dr. 
Cook’s discovery is inestimable. There 
still is much to loam of tides, currents 
and the ocean. Meteorologists have a 
perfect torrent of questions to ask of 
any one speaking with authority from 
the north pole. 
“But there is another problem of the 
highest importance justify ing all ef­ 
forts to discover the pole. Many scien­ 
tists believe the arctic regions have 
borne at certain times in the mighty 
history of our globe a very different 
aspect from that which they show 
now. The ice and snow, which have 
preserved the my stery of the poles, 
probably have not existed continuously 
throughout the ages, 
“It is believed that in the course of 
geological time the regions around the 
poles have more than once enjoy ed a 
temperate climate, permitting highly 
organized animals and delicate plants 
to flourish. If specimens of rocks con­ 
taining the remains of fossil animals 
and plants have been brought home 
their scientific value could not be ex­ 
aggerated. Thus and thus only could a 
very great chapter in the history of 
the earth be completed! Until the poles 
are explored man’s knowledge of his 
dwelling place will be Nsadly defec­ 
tive.”

SPEC IA L CARS ARE ORDERED IS BAD IN NORTHERN INDIANA 


Tobacco is beginning to be a v ery 
popular and profitable crop in some 
of the southern counties in Indiana, 
and it is predicted that within the 
nex t fewT y ears Iloosier farmers will 
be raising big crops o f the “ weed.” 
Owing to the troubles in Kentucky , 
Tennessee and 
some of the 
other 
southern States within the last few 
y ears the 
tobacco 
crops in 
these' 
States hav e been smaller than here­ 
tofore, and the result has been that 
the raising of tobacco has been taken 
up in sections where these troubles 
do not prev ail and where a crop after 
being gathered is not 
likely to be 
burned by night riders, or where the 
night riders are not likely to enter a 
field and destroy a crop before it is 
gathered. 
There was more tobacco raised in 
Rush county this y edr than ev er be­ 
fore, but there will be v ery little of it 
go to the market. In Franklin county 
howev er, the crop this y ear is v ery 
large. 
At Metamora the Big Four 
has been asked to furnish twenty 
cars to 
accommodate the 
tobacco 
shipments from that, station alone. 
Other stations in 
Franklin 
county 
hav e also asked reserv ation of cars. 
Frankin county is well adapted to 
the raising of tobacco and the farm ­ 
ers hav e found it a profitable erop. 
Much of the land in that county i. 
rough and not adapted to the grow­ 
ing of com or wheat. 
Tobacco does 
not require the cultiv ation that some 
other crops do 
and the 
Franklin 
county farmers find they 
can put 
some of their land to use which here­ 
tofore has produced v erv little of 
any thing ex cept pasture.

Letters receiv ed by Dr. J . N. Hurty 
secretary of the 
State Board 
of 
Health, from health commissioners 111 
v arious counties of the State, indi­ 
cate that an epidemic of ty phoid fev ­ 
er is rapidly 
spreading 
ov er the 
State, and that the records of the 
disease for September, 19 08 , will be 
far ex ceeded when this month’s re­ 
turns are receiv ed. 
Rapid spread of 
the disease is reported from Dela­ 
ware, Randolph, Dekalb, and other 
counties chiefly in the north half of 
the State. 
The State Board is at a 
loss to account for the epidemic. 
“ Ty phoid fev er,” said Dr. Hurty , 
“ is a filth disease, and we hav e been 
teaching and teaching the people that 
they must do away with this filth or 
suffer 
from 
ty phoid 
fev er, but it 
seems that our teachings hav e not 
taken hold, or that the people do not 
believ e what we tell them. 
“ The only wey to prev ent n spread 
of ty phoid is to dispose of all sewage 
properly all the time. 
It must not be 
allowed to infect water, or milk, or 
fopd, either by seepage or by insect, 
such as flies. 
When proper disposal 
is had ty phoid fev er will he stopped, 
and not before.”

Transcontinental Trunk Line cf E x ­ 
ceptional 
Efficiency 
Which 
Would 
Subordinate All Independents Pro­ 
jected— Syndicate Being Formed to 
Carry Out Late Millionaire’s Plans. 


The w aking dream of the late Ed­ 
ward H. Harrim an, the railroad genius, 
w as to organize one dom inating rail­ 
road sy stem in the U nited States w ith 
authority ov er all transportation busi­ 
ness of the country . 
One powerful 
group of financiers is being organized 
to carry out the financier's plans. 
The 
lesser groups of railroad ow ners and 
the independent sy stem s are try ing to 
organize to com bat these capitalists. 
It w as the Harrim an idea to estab­ 
lish one m agnificent trunk line betw een 
N ew York and San Francisco. 
The 
freight and passenger serv ice of th is 
grand transcontinental trunk line w as 
to be so superior to all other railw ay 
serv ices betw een the tw o oceans that 
it could command the cream of all 
the high class transportation business 
at good rates. 
The low grade busi­ 
ness w as to be left to other lines, 
w hich would get just as much business 
as w as allowed them by the m aster 
railw ay 
men controlling the parent 
trunk line. 


Hoped to Subjugate Big Lines. 
H arrim an’s plans Included the reduc­ 
tion to a state of com m ercial v assalage 
o f all lines not included in his sy stem . 
The branches of his own sy stem were 
to reach ev ery im portant district o f the 
United States and giv e good serv ice 
from ev ery first class city . The subju­ 
gation o f the independent lines w as to 
be brought about by the power of the 
grand trunk line to allot the quantity 
o f business w hich w as to be giv en to 
the other sy stem s. 
H e ex pected to 
m ake the Pennsy lv ania railroad treat 
w ith the big trunk line ju st as abject­ 
ly as the ow ners of a little spur con­ 
necting at som e faraw ay point on the 
Union Pacific. 
The big business of first class traffic 
would naturally y ield an im m ense rev ­ 
enue to the long and splendidly equip­ 
ped line which could render superior 
serv ice. 
This would double and treble 
the v alue of the inv estm ents in the 
lines w hich w ere to go to make up the 
transcontinental sy stem , the big fa­ 
ther of all railroads. 
There would be 
enough money left in the treasury to 
do all necessary fighting in the early 
stages against sy stem s w hich m ight 
oppose tliejjthraldom. 
W ith this treas­ 
ury reserv e alw ay s av ailable the ow n­ 
ers o f the big sy stem would be able to 
dictate 
railw ay 
dev elopm ent 
In 
all 
parts of the country . 
Mr. Harriman w as especially desir­ 
ous that bis plans should be carried 
out, as their realization would make it 
im m ensely v aluable for his heirs hav ­ 
ing his holdings in the com panies w hich 
were to m ake up the grand trunk line. 
For th is reason he did not w ant the 
accum ulations in the treasury distrib­ 
uted. as they were to be used in carry ­ 
ing out his plans. 
Those who opposed 
his policy of piling up in his treasuries 
large reserv e stocks o f needed lines 
were those who desired to engage in 
independent dev elopm ent on their own 
account in v arious sections o f the land. 
Independents Seek to Forestall. 
The independent railw ay ow ners and 
ex ploiters 
are 
m ov ing 
aggressiv ely 
now w ith the hope that they can show 
enough strength to successfully liv e 
against the men who w ill try to carry 
out the plans o f Harrim an and secure 
control o f all the transportation inter­ 
ests of the country . 
It is understood 
in W ashingtou that they hav e no or­ 
ganization, but by working along the 
sam e lines in opposition to the men 
who w ant to ow n all the railroads they 
w ill hav e enough power to force the 
Harrim an and allied Interests to per­ 
m it independent dev elopm ent and op­ 
eration. 
One o f the reasons w hy Mr. H arri­ 
man w anted and his associates n^w 
w ant the activ e co-operation o f Mr. 
Morgan is that he is in high fav or in 
W ashington. J ust at » » resent Morgan is 
m ost activ e in digging into the sav ings 
of the French to get financial support 
for his v arious enterprises. 
To hav e 
his assistance or ev en dom ination at 
this critical tim e would be of im m eise 
aid to the men w ho are try ing to carry 
to success the v ast plans of the dead 
manager. 
Harrim an knew better than 
any that there were differences o f 
opinion in his financial camp. 
W hile 
he w as aliv e he held the opposition in 
subjection. 
Som e one like Morgan is 
needed now to keep them in line. 
Hot Fight Begun. 
T he inside opposition to Harrim ao is 
being encouraged by the independent 
railw ay ow ners and dev elopers. 
They 
contend that it is better for the rail­ 
w ay s to throw dow n the bars and per­ 
m it the big sy stem s to fight their own 
battles. 
These men hav e m illions and m illions 
of their own and thousands o f m iles o f 
railroads. 
They do not relish the idea 
of becom ing hired men o f the big rail­ 
w ay ow ners who are to make them 
subjects o f the one big sy stem . 
T hese 
men do not w ant to ask som e great 
central railroad authority ev ery tim e 
they w ant to build a m ile o f railroad 
and get down on their knees and beg 
for freight and passenger business in 
their own territories. 
Som e of them 
would be taken in, but m ost o f them 
would be left out. 
T his fight has begun. 
It is being 
bitterly and silently fought in the pri­ 
v ate offices of the big banking house« 
of N ew York.

POISONING GROUND SQUIRREL 


Results of Tests In California to Kill 
Destructiv e Animal. 
Interesting results were recently an­ 
nounced by tbe forest serv ice as a re­ 
sult of the campaign conducted in 
southern 
California 
by 
Stanley 
E. 
f’iper, expert of tbe biological surv ey 
of the department of agriculture, to ex- j 
term inate ground squirrels and 
gf r j 
phers. 
Extensiv e experiments were made to j 
determine the best means of k illing off j 
these destructiv e little animals, and it 
was found that the most effectiv e re- { 
suits were obtained by using poisoned 
j 
green or ripening 
barley heads. 
The J 
>wn, O., Sept. 20.—The resi- j squirrels are exceedingly fond of this 
green herbage and eagerly ate the poi- 
j 
soiled food placed along their runways, j 
Tests were also made with oats, wheat, 
barley, raisins, prunes, dried apples 
and crack ed corn, but these did not j 
prov e so successful. 
While green barley prov ed most suc­ 
cessful for poisoning ground squirrels. | 
yet the difficulty of procuring a suffi- i 
cient supply in all localities led to 
j 
dried barley gj^ain being tried. 
The 
grain was treated with strychnine sul­ 
phate, saccharine and eggs, and, al- 
. though this combination prov ed v ery I 
destructiv e to tbe squirrels, it had 1 
practically no effect upon dov es and 
quail. 
In fact, a deliberate attem pt 
was made to poison these birds at 
their watering places, but no bad ef­ 
fect resulted. The poisoned grain was | 
also used In fields grazed ov er by j 
sheep and produced no ill effects w hat­ 
ev er. 
The experiments also prov ed that j 
gophers were partial to raisins and | 
dried apples, and these were success- 
\ 
fully used in the poison experiment. It j 
was found that by sprink ling the ap­ 
ples or raisins with the strychnine so­ 
lution as effectiv e results were pro­ 
duced as could be obtained by insert­ 
ing the poison into the fruit. 
The experiments for extermination 
of squirrels also resulted in the death 
of a considerable number of rabbits, 
and in other experiments it was found 
that poisoned oats prov ed v efy effec­ 
tiv e in k illing both jack s and cotton­ 
tails. Green alfalfa was also used with 
good results for the same purpose.

That Ought to Give Pause to Our 


Recklessly Wasteful Timbermen—«I 


Less Than a Third of the Growing ' 


Trees Felled by Timbermen Is Ever 


Used at Alii — One-Eleventh of Our 


Forests Annually Swept by Fire. 


W ashington, Sept. 20.—As the result 
of a taking of stock of the forestry re­ 
sources of this country, a startlin g sit­ 
uation has developed, according to 
Treadw ell Cleveland, jr., expert in the 
bureau of forestry, In a bulletin just 
m ade public, entitled “The S tatus of 
F orestry in the U nited S tates.” 
It has been shown, Mr. Cleveland 
declares, th a t we are still destroying 
the forest as we use it; th at we are 
taking from it every year three and a 
half tim es as m uch wood as is added 
by the new grow th. 
It been shown 
th a t less than one-third of the grow ­ 
ing tree felled by the lum berm an is 
ever used at all, so th at tw o-thirds of 
the tim ber cut is sim ply destroyed. It 
has been shown th at one-eleventh of 
all forests is swept by fire every year, 
and th at on the average since 1870 
forest fires have yearly cost $50,909,- 
000 in tim ber, and fifty lives. 
It has been shown, Mr. Cleveland 
continues, that over 99 per cent of the 
forests in private hands, which conv 
prise three-fourths of all the forest 
land and four-fifths of all the wood, is 
thus devastated by destructive use and 
the sweep o? unchecked fires, while 
less than I per cent is properly han­ 
dled for successive crops or effective­ 
ly protected from fire. It is stated fur­ 
th er th at the forest as a resource is 
rapidly being obliterated. 
A fter calling attention to the fact 
th at it Is not use which destroys the 
forests, but w aste, the report declares 
th at the problem is to be solved, not 
by disuse, but by wise use and protec­ 
tion.
